Magruder Apparently Is 
Greatly Affected by 
His Aloofness. 


SAYS HE WILL OBEY 
WITHOUT QUESTION 


President, Backing Wilbur to 
Limit, Held Displeased 
With Officer. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 27 (A.P.).—An- 
nouncement that President Coolidge 
had refused him a hearing in his con- 
troversy with Secretary of the Navy 
Wilbur came as a “bitter disappoint- 
ment” to Rear Admiral Thomas P. Ma- 
gruder, who has been detached from 
command of the Fourth Naval District 
because of his criticism of Navy ad- 
ministration. 

The admiral appeared greatly af- 
fected by the President’s decision. He 
said he would accept it as final and go 
wherever he was ordered. 

“Il had hoped the President would 
give me an opportunity to review the 
controversy with him,” said Admiral 
Magruder, “and am bitterly - disap- 
pointed. The President’s decision is 
final, of course, and I shall accept it as 
such. 

“I very much regret having to leave 
Philadelphia, but I am going wherever 
I am ordered without question. It 
seems hard, very hard. I have worked 
night and day here and have learned 
to love the city and its people. To 
be recalled before my tour of duty is 
ended is indeed hard.” 


Has No Plans,: He Says. 


Admiral Magruder said he had no 
plans beyond next week, when he has 
been ordered to Washington by Secre- 
tary Wilbur. Everything is in readiness 
here to turn over to his successor, 
Rear Admiral Julian L. Latimer, when- 
ever the latter arrives, Magruder said. 

Admiral Magruder was the central 
figure in most of the exercises nere to- 
day in celebration of Navy Day. With 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy Theo- 
dore Douglas Robinson, he spoke at a 
Navy Day luncheon at the Penn Ath- 
letic Club, and also took part in the 
exercises at the navy yard, including 
the decommissioning of the famous old 
United States gunboat Scorpion. 

In neither address did Admiral 
Magruder refer to his recall. 

Mr. Robinson intimated that there 
were too many navy yards in the 
United . States, but he asserted that 
Congress wanted them and that they 
must be maintained. Whatever “over- 
organization” exists in the Navy De- 
partment, Mr. Robinson said, was due 
to Congress. 

“Congress doesn’t know until it’s all 
over what they have done,” said the 
Assistant Secretary, “and then they are 
not sure about it. It is not the fault 
of the civilian or the military officers 
of the Navy Department if you fail to 
get $3 worth of work for every $3 ap- 
propriated.”

HIDDEN ORE IS FOUND 
BY RADIO “SIGNALS” 


Mason, Head of U. of Chicago, 
Tells of “Messages” That 


Can Be Interpreted. 

New York, Oct. 27 (A.P.).—To add to 
the puzzling perplexities of twentieth 
century inventive genius came Presi- 
dent Max Mason, of the University of 
Chicago, tonight to inform an engi- 
neering group of successful experiments 
in locating buried ore by radio. 

The physicist sets up his sending 
and receiving set after his party of-en- 
gineers has cleared the surface of brush, 
President Mason explains to the New 
York section of the American Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgical Engineers. 
Then he sends a message down into 
the earth and the rocks, and ore sends 
back signals in reply. Such messages, 
properly transmitted and intelligently 
deciphered, pass through the earth 
about as readily as a sound travels the 
air. 

Soils, rocks and ores, hidden beneath 
the surface, differ in many respects, 
and these differences may be made to 
furnish the physicist working from the 
surface with a clew, President Mason 
explained. 


Nungesser’s Brother Falls 
On First Student Flight 


Motor Stalls and Plane Once Called “Flying Coffin” 
Crashes on Giesboro Point, Severely Injuring 
Kin of Lost French Ace. 


Robert E. Nungesser, fledgeling brother 
of France’s great war bird, yesterday 
crashed to the ground on his first 
flight as a student pilot. His plane 
landed almost nose first on a farm at 
Giesboro Point, and he was taken from 
the wreckage unconscious. The motor 
stalled in the air. 

Nungesser, blond, blue-eyed and 25, 
has been a tinner here for the last 
five years, living with his wife and 
child at 310 G street northeast. Re- 
cently he decided tinning was too 
prosaic for a Nungesser, and he de- 
termined to become a commercial 
flier. 

After the crash yesterday, Nungesser 
was taken to is home and treat2d 
for his injuries, the most conspicuous 
of which was a swelling about the size 
of a goose egg on his left temple. The 
most painful, however, was centered in 
his right arm, and he also complained 
of a pain in his chest. 

For one terrible moment yesterday 
it looked like the cables would carry 


Nun- 
gesser in Paris. The little woman still 
is grieving over the fate of her eldest 
son, Capt. Charles Nungesser, the 
famous World War ace. This son has 
not been heard from since last spring, 
when he and Eugene Coli started on 
a nonstop fiight from Paris to New 
York. 

A few days ago Robert Nungesser 
slipped away from his tinning business 
and journeyed over to the airport of 
the Capital Airways, Inc., located on the 
old horse show grounds in Arlington, 
Va. There he arranged for a series of 
lessons in flying, which he hoped would 
result in his qualifying as a regular 
pilot. 

Shortly before 10 o’clock yesterday 
morning, Nungesser set out to take his 
first lesson. He was assigned to a Waco 
biplane which, according to hangers-on 
at the field, once was known as the 
“Flying Coffin.” It had been given this 
name, it was explained, not because of

Landing of the Passengers 
and Equipment Is Found 
to Be Feasible. 


CRAFT SAILS OFF AGAIN 


Newport News, Va, Oct. 27 (A.P.).— 
What is said to be the first. successful 
lighter-than-air ship landing on the 
top of a building ever made was ac- 
complished here this afternoon when 
the United States dirigible TC-5-255, 
of Langley Field, gracefully alighted on 
top of the Newport News High School, 
60 feet above the ground. The ship 
was brought to a complete standstill 
on the roof with several members de- 
barking to clamber aboard when the 
ship took off again after about 20 
minutes. The landing was accomplished 
in a space 225 by 180 feet, the ends 
of the dirigible extending over the 
edges of the landing area. 


Aviation officers from the field were} 


highly plased with the test and stated 
that the success of the attempt will 
aid greatly in the development of avia- 
tion in war maneuvers and commercial 
aviation in time of peace, proving that 
passengers and military equipment can 
be landed and taken on from build- 
ings. 

The feat is considered even more 
extraordinary in that it was accom- 
plished with practically no head wind 
to equalize the momentum of the ship 
coming to a stop. There was a wind of 
less than 2 miles an hour blowing at 
the time. 

Capt. Charles P. Clark, commander 
of the Nineteenth Air Squadron, Lang- 
ley Field, commanded the ship as she 
came to her berth on the building, as- 
sisted by Lieut. T. P. Starkey, pilot; 
Lieut. Perkins, of the Reserve Air 
Corps, and Sergts. B. A. Lacke and 
Johnson and Corpl. Winters, engineers.

DU PONT; LARYNX GONE 


Delaware Senator Recovering 
From a Severe Operation 
on His Throat. 


DELICATE SURGICAL FEAT 


Special to The Washington Post. 

New York, Oct. 27.—T. Coleman du 
Pont, Delaware capitalist and United 
States senator, will speak hence- 
forth by means of a monotonic, inflec- 
tionless mechanical larynx, his natural 
larynx, his vocal chords and part of his 
tongue and windpipe having been re- 
moved by a delicate operation per- 
formed two weeks ago at the Manhat- 
tan Eye, Ear and Throat Hospital, it 
was learned tonight. 

An ulcer of the throat necessitated 
the operation, according to announce- 
ment from Col. du Pont’s New York 
Office. Dr. John E. Mackenty, expert 
on throat cancer, performed the opera- 
tion. 

Col. du Pont will speak with a per- 
fected type of the remarkable device 
which was presented to medical science 
three years ago by Dr. Harvey Fletcher 
and Clarence E. Lane, of the joint labo- 
ratories of the Western Electric Co. and 
the American Telephone & Telegraph 
Co. At that time it was stated there 
were at least 600 persons in this coun- 
try who had been left voiceless by re- 
moval of the larynx in operations. 

After removal of the larynx, the 
windpipe is surgically attached to the 
throat wall in such a way that the 
lungs breathe through an opening 
made at the front of the neck, rather 
than through the nose or mouth. 

The artificial voice is monotonous, 
lacking the variety of modulations of 
the natural voice, but no difficulty is 
experienced in understanding it. 

It was learned at the hospital and 
from associates. of Col. du Pont that 
the operation is expected to prove a 
complete success and that the senator 
will “be able to talk all right.”

Buenos Aires, Oct. 27 (A.P.).—The 
agents here of the Mafalda estimate 
from information received thus far 
that the survivors of the wrecked liner 
number 932, out of a total of 1,256 
aboard the ship. There are therefore 
324 persons unaccounted for. 

The agents have hopes that other 
ships may have picked up additional 
survivors. 

Bahia, Brazil, Oct. 27 (A.P.).—The 
log of the French steamship Mosella, 
one of the ships that went to the rescue 
of the Italian liner Principessa Mafalda, 
tells of picking up the sinking liner’s 
S OS signals and the rescue of pas- 
sengers and crew. 

The Mosella reached here shortly be- 
fore noon today with 52 survivors. Her 
log reads, in part: 

“October 25, at 5:40 p. m., we inter- 
cepted S OS signals from the Principessa 
Mafalda saying she is-in serious danger 
in longitude 16.58, latitude 37.51, about 
36 miles from our position. 

“We immediately went to that point 
by forced draft. The Mafalda’s radio 
started to get fainter, and we got into 
communication with the Formosa, 
which also steamed toward .Mafalda’s 
position, with the Dutch steamer 
Alhena and the British steamer Em- 
pire, all of which stood by and began 
to transfer the passengers from the 
Mafalda. 


Heard Horrifying Cries. 


“We reached the spot at about 8:30 
in the evening, when the Mafalda began 
to sink amid the horrifying cries of the 
shipwrecked. Immediately all our star- 
board boats, previously made ready, 
were lowered. ~ 

“They rowed swiftly toward the 
scene of the catastrophe. Meanwhile, 
I carefully: maneuvered my ship to- 
ward the cpot where cries of help 
were coming and, in a manner, to 
keep her near where the Mafalda 


.'sank. My object was to rescue those 


who might be floating in the water, 
as well as survivors in the lifeboats.

SENATE TESTIMONY 
OF SINCLAIR BARRED 


Court to Rule Today on Plea 
of Witness Who Declines_ 
to Answer Questions. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

Spectacular developments, along the 
line forecast in detail by The Post, fea- 
tured yesterday’s proceedings in the 
Fall-Sinclair conspiracy trial before 
Justice Siddons. - 

A witness who refused to answer 
questions on the ground that he would 
incriminate himself, arguments. of 
counsel over whether the court should 
order him to answer and the introduc- 
tion into the case of Liberty bond 
transactions combined to make the day 
lively and full of incidents bordering 
on the sensational. As predicted, M. T. 
Everhart, Fall’s son-in-law, was the re- 
calcitrant witness and played the major 
role o fthe day. It was a good day for 
Government counsel and Roberts domlie- 
nated the proceedings throughout, with 
both Sinclair and Fall counsel tem- 
porarily withdrawing into the back~ 
ground to let Charles A. Douglas, well- 
known local attorney, take care of the 
witness interests, Douglas being pef- 
mitted by Justice Siddons to asume the 
role of “friend of the couft.” 


Bone Charge Issue Opened. 


After disposing of a single witness 
and reading depositions 
morning, Roberts transferred his atten- 
tion from questions of lease-making, 
competition, drainage, and sc forth, to 
the so-called bond issue. In other 
words, Roberts, who has so far been 
seeking to lay the groundwork for the 
Government’s charge that former Secre- 
tary of the Interior Albert B. Fall and 
Harry F Sinclair. New York oil mag- 
nate, conspired with each other to de- 
fraud the United States, began his ap- 
proach to the dominant feature of the 
indictment, contained in the sixth e?- 
leged overt act, as follows: 

“The said Harry °F. Sinclair, on or 
about the 8th day of May, 1922, deliv- 
ered, or caused to be delivered, to the 
said Albert B? Fall, and the said Albert 
B. Fall received, or caused to be fre- 
ceived, from him, a large amount of 
bonds of the United States, known as 
First Liberty Loan 344 per cent bonds, 
of the par value of $230,500,” 

The Government, in its opening 
statement to the jury, offers to prove 
this’ charge, and the defense, in, its 
opening statement, denies that any 
such charge will be or can be sustained. 
Thus, opposing forces have locked horns 
and the issue is fairly joined on this 
dominant count and the introduction 
of the so-called bond evidence ushered 
in a chapter of paramount interest In 
this case, 

Roberts followed the line forecast by 
first putting L: T. Rule, a clerk in the 
employ of the Pueblo First National 
Bank, and A. S. Booth, vice president 
of that bank, on the stand to testify 
as to the handling of certain bonds re- 
ceived from M. T. Everhart, Fall’s son- 
in-law. Then, as predicted, Everhart 
himself was called as a witness, and as 
further forecast, he declined to answer 
such questions as he believed to be 
self-incriminatory. 

Everhart’s testimony naturally pro- 
vided the high spots for the spectators. 
He claimed that he owned the bonds in 
his own right, that he had no connece- 
tion with Sinclair or the Teapot Dome 
oil lease, and he did not connect Fall 
with any transactions respecting his 
procurement of the bonds. 

The biggest feature of the day came 
just before 3 o’clock when Everhart: te 
fused point blank to say where he: had 
got the bonds. Roberts insisted thet 
the court compel the witness to answer 
and the afternoon session was prolong- 
ed while Roberts and Douglas argued 
the question of law as to whether or 
not Justice Siddons should rule that 
the witness must answer. Justice Sid- 
dons took the matter under advisement 
and will render his opinion today.

Arrangements Once Made to 
Send. Money, Which Er- 
rer Still Delays. 


Red tape in the District government, | 


reminiscent of the complicated condi- 
tions brought to light in the recent 
traffic signal investigation were re- 
ealed yesterday in connection with an- 
other purchase of traffic supplies by 
the municipal authorities. 

In much the same fashion that traf- 
fic signals were purchased over and 
above the number contracted for and 
ordered, 126 “stop” and other -traffic 
signs were delivered early in 1926 by 
the Baltimore Enamel & Novelty Co. 
in addition to the number ordered. 
They were aecepted and erected in 
Washington streets but were not paid 
for. The Commissioners want to pay 
for them, but can find no lawful way 
of doing so. 

About a year and a half ago the Dis- 
trict advertised for a large number 
of traffic signs. The Baltimore concern, 
which has sold the traffic department 
practically all the enameled signs it 
has used, was the lowest bidder. 

The specifications said that the 
District reserved the right to order 
50 per cent more signs than were called 
for in the specification. Thus 150 per 
cent of the signs advertised for were 
ordered when the contract was awarded. 
The company, however, sent 126 signs 
i addition to the 150 per cent. 


Surplus Signs Erected. 


Instead of being counted and set 
aside to be returned, the 126 surplus 
signs were accepted and erected by the 
traffic department. But when the 
company billed the District for them, 
Maj. Daniel J. Donovan, District au- 
ditor, refused. to approve the bill for 
payment as to the surplus signs. The 
company asked for the return of the 
signs, but they had been used and 
could not be returned. 

Numerous aitempts were made to col- 
lect the money, but the bill remained 
unpaid until in April, this year, speci- 
fications for 300 more signs were sent 
out and bids were advertised for. 
Again the Baltimore Enamel & Nov- 
elty Co. was the lowest bidder, 

When Roland M. Brennan, chief clerk 
of the Engineering Department, acting 
for the District Contract Board, sent 
the contract for the 300 signs to SBal- 
timore to be signed by officials of the 
firm, the latter asked that the 126 signs 
be treated as advance delivery on the 
contract and that only 174 signs be 
delivered and 300 paid for. 


Signs Still Unpaid for. 


The District officials replied that 
they could not do that because 300 
new signs were needed. They added, 
however, that if the company would 
return the unsigned contract and pur- 
chase order, the number of signs would 
be increasd to 426 and the 126 sur- 
plus signs would be acknowledged as 
delivered under the new contract. 

This offer was embodied in a letter 
written by Daniel E. Garges, secretary 
of the Board of District Commission- 
ers. Instead of returning the contract 
to him the Baltimore concern sent it 
to Brennan. Garges waited for it and 
Brennan had it and did not know what 
to do with it. He assumed that the 
deal was off. 

So June 30 was reached—the end of 
the fiscal year, after which no contract 
could be executed on the former year’s 
appropriation. The company had de- 
livered the 300 signs, but there was no 
contract and therefore not only the 126, 
but the 300, making 426 signs in all, 
now remained unpaid for. 

Donovan found a technicality under 
which he could pay for the 300 signs, 
and he did so. But the District has 
not yet paid for the 126 signs delivered 
eighteen months ago and the Balti- 
more company is still bombarding the 
Municipal Building with demands for 
payment, and the District officials are 
still writing explanations. 


Agriculture Building Drawings Begun. 


Working drawings for the central sec- 
tion of the Department of Agriculture 
building were started yesterday in the 
office of the Supervising Architect of 
the Treasury, sketches having been ap- 
proved.

Senator Tells Board of Trade 
Congress Should Increase 
$9,000,000 Grant. 


DISCUSSES FEDERAL 
BUILDING PROPOSALS 


Evans Submits Report on the 
Tax Survey Made in 
Hundred Cities. 


Expressing the belief that the Federal 
Government should contribute more 
than $9,000,000 as its share of the up- 
keep of the National Capital, Senator 
Reed Smoot, of Utah, speaking at the 


first fall meeting of the Board of Trade 
last night, declared he doubted, how- 
ever, that it was the sentiment of Con- 
gress to increase the sum. 

He added there was no harm in try- 
ing, and hoped the board woukl be 
successful in its efforts. 

Contrary to the general expectation, 
the senator did not talk on tax mat- 
ters, but confined his remarks to the 
Mall building program, illustrated with 
drawings of proposed Government 
buildings to be erected in the triangle 
south of Pennsylvania avenue and east 
from Fifteenth street. When com- 
pleted, he asserted the American people 
will have a capital city which will be 
the most beautiful in the world. 


Tax Figures Submitted. 


Prior to Senator Smoot’s address, 
several committee reports were received. 
Joshua Evans, jr., chairman of the com- 
mittee on municipal finance, submitted 
@ preliminary report of the tax survey 
of 100 cities conducted by the board 
last summer, which showed that Wash- 
ington stood second in the per capita 
assessment, being exceeded only by 
New York City. 

A report of a proposed bill drafted 
by the National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission, affecting the 
height, construction and exterior of 
private buildings adjacent to public 
parks and buildings, was submitted by 
the committee on private and public 
buildings, by Robert Beresford, chair- 
man. The board deferred action until 
the bill has been definitely drawn. 

Odell S. Smith, chairman of the public 
order committee, made a plea for the 
better education and training of chil- 
dren. and declared that parents shouid 
not blame the police, or the Sunday 
schools for the delinquencies of chil- 
dren, but should hold themselves to 
account. He cited police statistics since 
1924 in his report for a modified version 
of the Baumes law, urged the passaze 
of the new vagrancy law, and an in- 
crease in the detective force to combat 
the many felonies and hold-ups in the 
city.

AREA |$ PROPOSED | 
IN COVELL'S PLAN 


New Attempt Made to Create 
Zone for Detached and 
Semidetached Homes. 


COMMISSION HAS YET 
TO GIVE ITS APPROVAL 


Assistant Engineer Also Urges 
More Sideyard Requirements 
Than Now Are Exacted. 


A new attempt, the third, is about 
to be made by the District Zoning

Maj. Vv... E. R. Covell, assistant to 
the Engineer Commissioner and execu- 
tive officer of the Zoning Commission, 
has now thought up another plan. He 
proposes to establish a less privileged 
zone than A restricted, to be called A 


semirestricted area. In it semidetached 


houses would be permitted. But A re- 
stricted area, after the first of the 
year, would be only for detached resi- 
dences. 

A restricted property will remain 
such and the new zone, a first, will 
contain no property. Owners desiring 
to erect semidetached houses in what 
are now A restricted zones, will have 
to petition the commission for rezon- 
ing and “ubmit to opposition at public 
hearings, the burden of change thus 
being on the property owners and no 
burden of general protection being on 
citizens’ associations. 

This plan has not yet been sub- 
mitted to the full commission. If the 
commission approves it, the proposed 
amendments will be advertised to come 
up at next month’s public hearing. 


Has Another Amendment. 


Maj. Covell has also proposed that 
the rules governing detached houses in 
a restricted area be tightened up Dy 
amendment to provide more side yard 
requirement than at present. 

As the regulation now stands, every 
detached home must have two side 
yards, each not less than 5 feet in 
width, or a total of 10 feet. No de- 
tached house may be nearer than 5 
feet to either lot line and there must 
be not less than 10 feet between any 
two houses. 

The new proposal is to have two side 
yards aggregating not less than 15 feet 
total width and neither yard to be less 
than 6 feet wide. If it is adopted a 
house may be placed 6 feet from one 
lot line, but if so it must be at least 
9 feet from the line on the other 
side. This proposal also will be can- 
vassed at a public hearing if approved 
by the commission,

Troops were stated to be concen- 
trated near Bucharest in anticipation 
of a possible revolution. 

Telegraphic and telephonic commyni- 
cations with Roumania have been 
suspended and conversations over the 
frontier are cut, off, if of a “political” 
nature. 

The advices state that M. Manu, 
leader of the Peasant party, which was 
supposed to hold an important meeting 
today, was arrested by gendarmes yes- 
terday, but escaped. The advices also 
declared that Premier Bratiano was 
assuming a virtual dictatorship in the 
situation, neither discussing nor con- 
sulting with any members of the re- 
gency over the measures which are 
being taken. 

Reports reaching here through va- 
rious underground channels said today 
that public buildings, ministries and 
railroad stations are heavily guarded 
by troops and gendarmes. All gather- 
ings of more than four persons in the 
city streets are immediately dispersed, 
it was said. Troops were reported to 
have been called in from the provinces 
and practically surround the capital 
and occupy strategical points through- 
out the city. 

Bucharest was said to be seething 
when the report circulated that the 
Bratiano governmént intended to ar- 
rest the leader of the peasant party. 


Will Act With Vigor. 


Paris, Oct. 27 (A.P.)—Advices from 
the Roumanian border indicated today 
that the government had taken stern 
measures to suppress any attempt to 
restore former Crown Prince Carol to 
the throne which he renounced. 

Many supporters of Carol have been 
arrested, according to reports from Bel- 
grade. In Bucharest it was stated that 
the government firmly intended to de- 
fend the established constitutional re- 
gime and that complete calm prevailed 
throughout the country which is under 
martial law. 

M. Manoilescu, former undersecretary 
of finance in the Averescu cabinet, is 
awiating trial before a military court 
charged with plotting for Carol’s return. 
On Manoilescu were found letters from 
Carol to leaders of the various Rouma- 
nian political parties, stating Carol’s 
position. 

Carol, who is at present at St. Malo 
on the French seacoast, said that the 
letters carried by Manoilescu were in- 
tended to bring before the party, Jeaders 
his statement issued after the death of 
his father, King Ferdinand. This, he 
asserted, had been suppressed by the 
government of Premier Bratiano. 


Blames the Government. 


“It is the government itself that 
keeps the dynastic question boiling,” 
he declared, “because it refuses to allow 
free discussion of it.” 

The leaders of the various parties 
had asked confirmation of his declara- 
tion so that people might understand 
the question, he said. 

“The government has taken a grave 
responsibility in arresting Manoilescue,” 
he asserted, “and the consequences will 
fall upon it. May God protect my 
country arid give it wisdom to act ac- 
4 to its interests. That is all 1 
ask.” 

Carol said the general tenor of the 
seized letters was that recent events 
end advices had compelled him to put 
aside the reserve which he had imposed 
on himself. Declarations denied publi- 
cation in Roumania were published by 
Le Matin here July 31, he continued. 
In the statement to Le Matin Carol 
Said: “As a Roumanian and a father 
I have a right and duty to watch the 
greatness of our nation * * * shall 
submit to no harm in order that my 
son (the 6-year-old King Michael) shall 
receive intangible the heritage when his 
day comes.’ 

Reliable advices received here from 


Roumania indicate that Carol’s action 
was prompted by Gen. Averescue, the 
one-time ally of Bratiano, who main- 
tained him in power and then over- 
threw him when he showed signs of 
acting independently. Averescue was 


reported to have decided to start the 
Carolist movement to overthrow Brat- 
iano, who is now his deadly enemy. 
Averescu’s Peoples party, héwever, has 
few representatives in parliament.

Appointee of Mrs. Knapp 
Didn’t Like to Break 
Up Organization. 


TRIED TO BE BUSY; 
ORDERS NEVER CAME 


Mrs. Knapp to Be Given an 
Opportunity to Appear 
as Own Witness. 


Albany, N. Y., Oct. 27 (A.P.).—A man 


jwho said his work consisted solely of 


cashing his own salary checks testified 
today in the investigation into Mrs. 
Fiorence E. 8. Knapp’s administration 
of the 1925 State census. 

The man was Patrick J. Hogan, who 
said he owed his position in the Cen- 
sus Bureau to former Senator James 
J. Walker, now Mayor of New York. 
From the time that Senator Walker 


said, “Pat, I think I can get you a 
job on the State census” until Hogan 
quit, he did nothing except draw his 
salary, he told Randall J. Le Boeuf, 
jr.. Moreland act commissioner, con- 
ducting the investigation. Hogan out- 
lined his entire connetcion with Mrs. 
Knapp’s department which, he said, 
dated from his conversation with Sen- 
ator Walker who “went downstairs to 
see Mrs. Knapp and fix it up.” 
Hogan was asked by the commis- 
sioner what he did prior to his present 
employment as a confidential inves- 
tigator for Mayor Walker. His reply 
that he was working on the State 
census, but didn’t do any work,” 
brought. laughter to the courtroom. His 
answer to Le Boeuf’s inquiry if his only 
duties were to cash his checks was 
that he “didn’t do anytring else,” and 
this caused further mirth. 


He Just “Sat Around.” 


After his appointment, Hogan said 
he went around to the Albany office to 
start work. He saw “some man sitting 
there,’ but the man assigned him 
nothing to do, so he “sat around” for 
two days. 

“Well, I thought I'd like to get trans- 
ferred to New York,” Hogan continued, 
“so I went to Mrs. Knapp’s office and 
she told me to go down to New York 
and Mr. Gleason would notify me when 


jhe wanted me.” 


Three or four weeks, maybe more, 
went by before Hogan went to see Mr. 
Gleason, who was not in or was busy. 
Still his checks came regularly. A 
month later Hogan tried again. Then, 
he said, he thought that if this was 
agreeable to the census department he 
“didn’t want to break up any organiza- 
tion.” - Hogan remained on the State 
pay roll until he resigned in December. 

“And you got $2,000 for this?” the 
commissioner demanded. 

“All the checks that came, I cashed 
them,” Hogan declared. 

“Anything else you can tell abont 
the census?” Le Boeuf asked. 

“Not a thing,” Hogan concluded. 


Hints at Influences. 


An intimation that Mrs. Florence &. 
S. Knapp, former secretary of State, be- 
lieves “sinister influences’’ were pri- 
marily responsible .for the present in- 
vestigation into her conduct of the 1925 
State census, was given here today iu 
a brief informal statement from her 
counsel, Alexander Otis. ~ 

“After the completion of her de. 
fense,” he told newspaper men, “she 
will be prepared to make an attack and 
to give such information as’ she has 
regarding sinister influences’ that 
brought this situation to pass.” 

The exact nature of Mrs. Knapp’s 
promised disclosures, Mr, Otis preferreg 
not to make known at this time. I: 
was assumed, however, that they would 
cover the whole background and history 
of the census inquiry, now under way 
at Albany. 

Mrs. Knapp will be given an op- 
portunity to testify at 10 a. m. next 
Monday.

If she 
desires to file a statement setting forth 
some facts she wishes brought to his 
attention he will be glad to receive it, 
he told her.

politician than as a public servant. It 


is recalled that he has had plenty of 


opportunities for public service before 
and refused them. 

Six years ago President Harding of- 
fered him a post similar to that which 
he ig now taking. ‘Similarly he de- 
clined the office of assistant secretary 
of State and the ambassadorship to 
Japan. 

Practical politicians attached to the 
Hoover campaign are as scarce as hen’s 
teeth, it is pointed out. In fact, this 
has been the main drawback to the 
furtherance of his aspirations, and the 


claim that he will never be accepted 
by practical politicians is cited by those 


who say that despite his popular appeal 
he will never be nominated. 
The great majority of his active sup- 


porters are those who are now working 
for him in the Commerce Department 
or who were associated with him in 
his war work. In the Cabinet, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Work is his close 
friend. Enthusiasm for him, in fact, 
does seem to be infectious on the part 
of those who have anything to do with 
his work. 

But they are not the type to get 
votes in conventions and primaries. 
His outstanding need admittedly has 
been for practical politicians. 


Establishes Ohio Contact. 


In Brown he gets onee He establishes 
at first glance a contact in Ohio, 
Moreover, he gets a man who knows 
politics and who might very well be 
used as a campaign manager. 

Another thing which politicians are 
mulling over is the question of whether, 
if it is a political appointment, Presi- 
dent Coolidge so considered it. It is, 
of course, the practice for the Prest- 
dent to permit the members of his 
Cabinet to select their lieutenants un- 
less the selection is personally objec- 
tionable to him. In this case, Brown 
is highly regarded by the President. 
There is no question, either, of his abil- 
ity for the $7,500 a year job. He has 
been engaged in the practice of law in 
Toledo since 1894 and for the last 
nineteen years has been associated with 
the firm of Brown, Hahn & Sanger. 
But he has been active in politics just 
about as long. He was State chairman 
of the Progressive party during the Bull 
Moose split in 1912. 

From time to time there have been 
rumors, more than _ reports, that the 
President leaned toward Hoover as his 
successor, but beyond giving him full 
opportunity to display his efficiency 
there has been nothing in the way of 
tangible evidence. 

Another angle to Hoover’s aspirations 
are the frequent statements by his 
friends that he will never be an active 
candidate for the nomination or 
countenance any open movement in 
his behalf as long as he is in the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet. Should he be a party 
to anything of this kind, his friends 
say, it might be construed as.a desire 
on the part of the administration to 
perpetuate itself. 


Resignation Is Denied. 


Yet from the same friends come just 
as frequent denials that the Commerce 
Secretary plans to fesign. If he plans 
to go to the convention with any siz- 
able number of delegates, however, he 
must either countenance open move- 
ments as a member of the Cabinet or 
resign from it before the State pri- 
maries are held.

The council’s action followed the an- 
nouncement yesterday by Treasurer Ed- 
ward A. Ramsay that he had been ad- 
vised that Duvall was holding office 
illegally and that he would refuse to 
honor city salary warrants. The next 
pay roll, amounting to more than 
$300,000, is due next Tuesday. 

Additional ruptutfes in the city ad- 
ministration occurred during the day, 
Duvall breaking with Claude Worley, 
chief of police, it was understood. on 
good authority, and demanding that 
he resign. The same source of in- 
formation had it that Duvall also ac- 
cused Fred Connell, president of the 
board of safety, and Frank Cones, presi- 
dent of the board of works, with siding 
in with the council and asked them to

Worley, Connell and Cones refused 
point blank to quit, it was stated. each 
telling Duvall he was not the mayor.

EMPHRINGHAM IN PAY 
OF WETS, IT IS CHARGED 


Secretary of Society Replies 
That He Wishes He Were; 
« Sees No Disgrace. 


New York, Oct. 27 (A.P.).—Orville S. 
Poland, legal advisor of the New York 
Antisaloon League, charged today that 
the Rev, James Emphringham, secretary 
of a society that conducted a poll on the 
liquor question among Episcopal clergy- 
men, was in the pay of the Association 
Against the Prohibition Amendment. 

“I am not and never have been on 
the pay roll of that organization,” Dr. 
Empringham declared, “but I wish I 
were, for it’s nothing to be ashamed of 
and I could use the money.” 

Poland said he had discovered that 
Dr. Empringham was on the pay roll of 
the Association Against the Prohibition 
Amendment two years ago, while in 
Washington investigating an _ earlier 
questionnaire circulated by the church 
temperance society, the organization 
which conducted the present poll. 

Of those who have answered the 
latest questionnaire so far 1,032 favored 
modification of the Volstead act and 
593 were opposed to: modification. 
Bishop Manning made no comment on 
the questionnaire today, but at the 
time of the previous one he was out- 
spoken in his censure of Dr. Empring- 
ham, 


$50,000 Fund Received. 


Mr. Poland today issued a statement 
asserting that if the suciety conducting 
the poll had any connection with the 
Episcopal Church he would refuse to 
comment upon its findings. Pointing 
out that Bishop Manning some time 
ago made it clear that the organization 
was not a part of the church, he de- 
clared: 

“News that so many clergymen are 
aligned against the prohibition law is 
in itself startling because, on the face 
of it, it would seem impossible to find 
a thousand clergymen who would be 
against anything which is for the wel- 
fare of the people. Those who adver- 
tise that fact admit unconsciously the 
anomaly that any minister can be found 
who is against anything so desirable 
and beneficial as prohibition.” 

The statement pointed out that the 
society had announced receipt of a 
gift of $50,000 to “push the fight against 
prohibition.” 

It would be interesting to know who 
the donor Was, Mr. Poland said, “but no 
doubt any announcement of his identity 
would be so made as to cover up his 
probable connection with the Associa- 
tion Against the Eightenth Amend- 
ment.” 


Announced by Livingston.

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poll said it showed that 1,138 clergymen 
do not believe that prohibition offers 
the best solution for the problems of 
intemperance, as against 624 who do. 

The minsiters as individuals declared 
prohibition had had sufficient tridl and 
even gave a scant majority to the ques- 
tion of repeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment. 

They voiced their readiness to coop- 
erate with the society in seeking more 
practical legislation in the interest of 
true temperance. Half of thé 5,000 
rectors. and curates who were sent 
questionnaires voted in the survey.

Is prohibition a success in your local- 
ity? Yes, 445; no, 745. 

Have we had this law long enough for 
a fair trial? Yes, 950; no, 621. 

Regardless of one’s attitude toward 
the use of liquor, do you believe a pro- 
hibition law offers the best solution of 
the problem of intemperance? Yes, 624; 
no, 1,138. 

« Should the Volstead act be modific i? 
Yes, 1,032; no, 5£ }. 

Should thé Eighteenth amendment be 
repealed? Yes, 825; no, 793. 

After a similar survey more than a 
year ago, the Rev. James Empringham, 
national superintendent of the society, 
said the poll convinced him “it was im- 
possible to legislate morals into the 
people,” and that it showed an “over- 
whelming majority in favor of modifi- 
cation to legalize light wines and beer.” 


BRITTON PLAN OPPOSED 
AT WIRELESS MEETING 


American Spokesman  De- 
clares Votes for Colonies 
Would Not Be Fair. 


PROPOSES SUBSTITUTES 


(Associated Press). 


Opposition to British proposals that 
in future wireless congresses votes be 
granted to all territories having an 
autonomous radio administration was 
expressed yesterday by Representative 
White, of Maine, on behalf of. the 
American delegation to the Interna- 
tional Radio Conference here. 

He suggested instead that a more 
equitable distribution of votes might 
be had if one vote were assigned to 
each country entitled to conclude inter- 
national agreements in its own right. 
Another basis, he added, would be to 
distribute votes in proportion to traffic 
handled, as had been suggested yester- 
day by the Chinese delegation. 

The British proposal, it was pointed 
out, would have the disadvantage of 
giving countries possessing ‘colonies 
with autonomous radio organizations 
numerous votes, while leaving countries 
like the United States and Germany 
with only one vote. Representative 
White’s first proposal, he added, would 
allow each British dominion a vote. 

A subcommittee approved by a ma- 
jority vote a motion to forbid the use 
of radio spark sets aver 500 watts after 
1940. 

It was decided to leave the next 
radio conference to decide when spark 
sets under 500 watts should disappear. 
While the great interference which 
spark sags cause to ordinary radio 
communication was urged as a valid 
reason for their abolition, certain ship- 
ping interests pointed out that there 
are over 300,000 pounds sterling in- 
volved today in maritime spark sets. 
It would be obviously unfair, they said, 
to jeopardize this capital by immedi- 
ately rendering all such apparatus il- 
legal.

Ship Lashed at Side. 


“Meanwhile the wireless fortunately 
was working and it broadcast itsS OS. 
The first ship to arrive, the French 
Formose, came alongside in about one 
hour. 

“During the progress of the rescue 
the Mafalda let down lifeboats, but at 
the last the Formose lashed itself 
alongside the Mafalda and took passen- 
gers aboard as they were rescued from 
the debris of the decks until the weight 
of the Mafalda almost pulled the For- 
mose’s decksyawash. The lashings then 
were cut and the Mafalda plunged into 
the sea. 

“The disaster was caused by a broken 
propeller shafting. The revolving shaft 
tore through the water-tight compart- 
ments and the hull of the Mafalda’s 
stern. The sea poured into the boiler 
room, causing the boilers to blow up. 
Most of the dead must have been in the 
first and second class passenger lists.” 

“Commander Guli, our captain, in- 
sisted on working with his own hands 
at the rescue of the passengers caught 
in the debris of the saloon and cabins 
of the first and second classes,” said 
Guilio Cadone, a member of the crew 
of the Mafalda. “When the brave cap- 
tain of the French steamship Formose 
shouted that he could hold on no 
longer to the Mafalda I shrieked to our 
captain to leave the ship. He merely 
glanced at me and continued his la- 
bors. I shouted to the crew of the 
Formose as they stood at the lashings 
with uplifted axes to halt for a mo- 
ment. 

“I called again to the captain. He 
waved his hand at me to depart. I 
crawled onto the badly listed Formose 
just as the axes fell. The Formose rose 
with a rush, but the Mafalda sank /al- 
most straight into the sea. I am sure 
the captain was not saved.”

New Orleans Police Holding 


. Man, Believed Husband 
of One Victim. 


LEGS ARE CHOPPED OFF 


New Orleans, Oct. 27 (A.P.).—-The 
bodies of two women, crudely dismem- 
bered and packed into two unlocked 
trunks, were found late today in a 
house in the old French quarter. 

Pclice believed the women: were the 
wives of Henry and Joe Moity, brothers. 
Joe Moity was taken into custody late 
today and police said they would take 
him to the mortuary where the bodies 
are being held in an effort to identify 
them. Efforts to find Henry Moity and 
five children belonging to the two 
families were unavailing. — 

The bodies of the women were so 
mutilated that definite identification 
was difficult. The roomsiin which they 
were found had been occupied for 
several weeks by the brothers and their 
families. 

The women were murdered, police 
said, with a huge sugar cane knife. 
The weapon, sharp and with a 2-foot 
blade, was found in one of the trunks. 

The heads of the bodies had been 
severed and the legs. crudely chopped 


j|so that the remainder of the bodies 


would fit tightly into the trunks. A 
bed in one of the rooms apparently 
had been used for the gruesome opera- 
tion. 

Neighbors said that the Moity women 
had returned to their apartments late 
yesterday afternoon after an outing. 
Police believed the crime was com- 
mitted during the early morning hours, 
basing their belief upon a report of 
neighbors that they had heard the 
cries of a child about 1 o’clock. 

A man who occupied an apartment 
in the same building was taken into 
custody. Another man, F, Kimmel, was 
questioned. His name was found 
scribbled on a wall in the death cham- 
ber. He was held at the house of 
detention today, having been arrested 
late yesterday at the Moity home after 
a disturbance. 

The Moitys came to New Orleans 
several weeks ago from New Iberia. 
Neighbors said that the two young 
women were well behaved and that 
their husbands bore good reputations. 

The bodies were found by Frank 
Sylva and Jules Chattlain, insurance 
men, who mounted to the second floor 
apartments after overhearing neighbors 
tell of the strange cries of a child and 
the failure of the two women to appear 
during the day. 


Man Wants Divorce 
If Wife Is Hanged

GIRL LEADING WORKERS 


Denver Colo., Oct. 
Mexico sounded a warning today, and 
backed it up with troops, against any 
“interference with its industries” by 
the industrial workers of the world. 
fosterer of the Colorado coal strike 
which has been heeded by more than 
4,000 miners. 

Gov. Dillon of New Mexico, acting 
on reports that the strike leaders 
planned to spread their activities to 


the adjoining State, dispatched thir- 
teen National Guardsmen to the Col- 
fax County producing area. They were 
detailed primarily for investigation 
purposes. 

The executive made known his stand 
in a telegram to Sheriff William Davis, 
of Colfax County, which declared: 

“We want no interference from the 
I. W. W. with New Mexico industries. 
Am sending National Guard officers 
immediately, instructing them to in- 
vestigate and make necessary plans to 
prevent trouble and for the protection 
of the miners.” 

The strike in the Colorado coal fields 
went into its third week today. Minor 
outbreaks, in one instance precipitated 
by a girl strike sympathizer and two 
cases Of sabotage characterized the 
strike in the coal fields while in Den- 
ver Gov. Adams acted in the impromp- 
tu role of mediator in settlement nego- 
tiations. 

Several arrests followed a fist fight 
between pickets, led- by 19-year-old 
Amelia Sablick, “The Little Amazon,” 
and workers at the Delagua mine who 
ignored their pleas to join the strike. 
Several hundred strikers concentrated 
their efforts to win over this mine to- 
day and deputy sheriffs broke up the 
scene. Women pickets were on duty 
exclusively at one mine in Las Animas 
County, and many miners there de- 
cided not to work. 

Fire believed of incendiary origin de- 
rstroyed a bridge used by a mining com- 
pany near Walsenburg, and two fires 
were found at entrances of a building 
where miners were meeting company 
officials. 

In Denver, Gov. Adams received a 
delegation of nine miners who said 
they had been selected to represent the 
workers in working out a settlement. 
The miners said they would invite the 
operators to a conference next Monday. 
The operators have not indicated what 
their answer will be.

President Coolidge’s overtures. Thus there is 
“a splendid opportunity for such talented and 
widely informed spokesmen as H. Wickham 
Steed to enlighten Americans, as to British 
policy and to reestablish the: thesis that war 
between the two nations must forever remain 
unthinkable. 
- The example set by these unselfish and pub- 
lic-spirited British spokesmen should not be 
lost upon Americans. If the British naval 
cause is misunderstood in the United States, it 
is reasonable to assume that the American 
Maval cause is equally misunderstood in 
Britain. Are there not among Americans a 
few public-spirited and gifted men who will 
volunteer to go to England and enlighten the 
people of that country? The work of pro- 
moting friendship between the two countries 
should not be borne by one side alone. Ameri- 
ca’s case should be heard in Britain, for the 
pake of that mutual good understanding upon 
which friendship must rest. 

The increase of naval strength on the part 
of Great Britain, to be followed soon by en- 
Jargement of the United States Navy, furnishes 
‘a text for American speakers in England as 
‘well as for British speakers in America. Re- 
‘assurances are suitable in both cases; and since 
the two governments have been unable to reach 
an understanding, it is highly desirable that 
public-spirited citizens should volunteer the ex- 
change of desired information.

-The United 
States does not wish to hold back Philippine 
progress, nor does it wish to kill off Hawaiian 
prosperity, paralyze Cuban industry, or check 
industrial development in the Western States. 
The obligation to give due consideration to the 
economic welfare of Cuba and this Nation’s 
own industries is as strong as the duty which 
this Government may owe to the Philippines. 

The United States can safeguard its own 
interests and do justice to all concerned by 
equalizing the terms upon which sugar pro- 
ducers meet in this market. To do so would 
not only be sound present policy, but would 
avoid complications and dangers which, unless 
guarded against, will surely arise. 


PURLIEUS OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 


Several suggestions have been made from 
time to time that regulations be enacted to 
control the character of private building opera- 
tions in the vicinity of Government structures 
and public parks. The latest bill, drawn by the 
National Capital Park and Planning Commis- 
sion, recently received the hearty’ approval of 
the committee on public and priva‘: ! uildings 
of the Board of Trade. It is probable that the 
entire body will stand behind the indorsement 
of its committee. 

The bill provides that the Fine Arts Com- 
mission be granted authority to regulate 
height and design of structures located within 
200 feet of a public building or park, in keep- 
ing with their surroundings, and so as not to 
detract from their beauty. The authority of 
the commission, of course, is to be subject to 
existing zoning regulations. 

With the Government’s $50,000,000 build- 
ing program actually under way, it is probable 
that. private enterprise will realize the advan- 
tage of being near the large number of people 
to be concentrated within comparatively nar- 
row zones, and will build shops, apartments 
and stores as close as possible to the Govern- 
ment buildings. There is no reason why they 
should be discouraged, provided their build- 
ings do not detract from the dignity of the 
Federal buildings and their approaches. Pri- 
vate buildings towering over Government 
structures would be highly objectionable, 
while ,tinsel structures of one or two stories 
lining the approaches would be even more of- 
fensive. 

The suggested regulation steals leaves to 
the discretion of an able commission the ques- 
tion of regulation. Steps could be taken to 
prevent the construction of inappropriate 
buildings. Such regulation is necessary .to 
guard the development of Washington as the 
National Capital. Trade and civic bodies 
should’ give it their whole-hearted support.

TWO AIRPLANE INVENTIONS. 

The Curtiss Airplane Co. announces that it 
will start construction forthwith of a vertically 
rising airplane, the invention of Maitland B. 
Bleeker, a 24-year-old aeronautical engineer. 
Wind tunnel tests of a model machine have 


proved highly satisfactory, and officials of the‘ 


company are satisfied that the full-sized plane 
can climb absolutely vertically at the rate of 
1,900 feet a minute and can attain a forward 
speed of between 50 and 70 miles an hour. 

There has been widespread interest in heli- 
copters and auto-gyros for years, chiefly be- 
cause of the. fact that the standard airplane 
must have a spacious field, both for taking 
off and landing. A vertically operating ma- 
chine, however, could be brought to earth on 
a handkerchief. On a ship’s deck, or in mili- 
tary operations of any sort, the advantage of 
vertical operation is immediately apparent... In 
commercial flying such a machine would be- 
come the final link between congested down- 
town areas and flying fields. With it, passen- 
gers or freight could be taken from the roof 
of an office building to the field, to continue 
ths: journey in machines constructed for fast 
flying. 

Another interesting announcement has re- 
cently been made by Harry N. Atwood, of Mon- 
son, Mass., a well-known aviator. He claims 
to have developed and tested successfully a 
new type of internal combustion airplane «nd 
marine motor which develops power without 
the use of a propeller, by generating and dis- 
charging gases into the atmosphere or the 
water. The bottle-shaped engine, with all its 
mechanism inside, weighs only about one-half 
as much per horsepower as the motor now in 
use. 

A lightweight power plant and some means 
of obviating the need of large flying fields are 
among the important developments for which 
aviation has been waiting. Whether or not the 
problems have been solved by Messrs. Bleeker 
and Atwood remains to be seen, for both in- 
ventions must stand the test of actual service. 
Either, however, if practicable, will hasten the 
general use of the airplane. 


A LUMBERMAN’S TESTIMONY. 


There was an optimistic note in the state- 
ment sent last week from Kansas City by R. C. 
Long, chairman. of the board of directors of 
one of the biggest lumber companies in the 
world, in which he reviewed the timber situ- 
ation. After listening to and reading about 
the threatened lumber famine, which has been 
the usual thing whenever the subject has been 
under discussion during recent years, it is 
rather encouraging to hear one who is quali- 
fied to speak declare that, in spite of the 
depletion of the past, the heavy cutting of the 
present, and the probable continuance of like 
operations in the future, the supply of timber 


will be sufficient to meet the Nation’s demands . 


Mr. Long called attention to the fact that 
the Nation’s principal reserve stock of timber 
These trees are 
largely of Douglas fir, which grow to enormous 
heights and at their best completely obscure 
the ground from the light of the sun. The 
ground is covered with seedlings which, when 
given the opportunity, grow rapidly to replace 
the timber that is harvested. So rapid is the 
growth of these seedlings that within 35 years 
they have been known to attain a height of 
95 feet and a diameter of 21 inches at the butt. 

The present marketable stand of this species 
of fir in the Pacific Northwest, says Mr. Long, 
will produce lumber for some 100 years, and 
today the district is growing timber at a rate 
alnost equal to the present cutting. The ad- 


vances that have been made in the art of re-| 


forestation, together with the precautionary 
measures against fire; bid fair to increase this 
new growth. "i

forests are growing to replace trees that have 
been manufactured into lumber. Everywhere 
the same condition obtains. ‘‘Man,” he asserts, 
“aided by nature, is doing an excellent job of 
reforestation. The public, lumbermen and the 
Government are cooperating in a way to assure 
a perpetual lumber supply for posterity.”

Witness Refuses Answers.

Witness Explains Refusal.

“I decline ts answer upon the ground 
that my answer may tend to incrimi- 
nate me and I wish to explain to the 
court why I am compelled to do so. 

“In taking this position I am stand- 
ing upon what I understand to be my 
right and privilege under the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, and I arr do- 
ing this for my own exclusive protec- 
tion. 

“That your honor may see that I am 
justified in this I respectfully call at- 
tention to.the following: 

“These defendants are here upon trial 
On an indictment which, among other 
things, charges that Albert B. Fall was 
Secretary of the Interior of the United 
States, and as such has assumed to act 
in certain matters pertaining to cer- 
tain public lands of the United States 
and was under certain obligations and 
had certain duties concerning such 
lands, and these duties embraced the 
obligation of making or refraining from 
making certain leases and contracts 
affecting such lands; and that in the 
discharge of such duties he was re- 
quired to act fairly, impartially and 
free from bias and particularly that he 
should not be influenced by any pe- 
cuniary or personal interest. That not- 
withstanding these duties Fall and Sin- 
clair and ‘other persons’ stated to be 
unknown to the grand jury continu- 
ously conspired from December, 1921, 


‘until February, 1923, to defraud the 


United States of its :property and its 
right to have Fall discharge his duties 
fairly, impartially and free from any 
pecuniary interest; and as such Secre-

Cites Record of Earlier Proceedings. 


“Let me call your honor’s attention 
to the fact that issues substantially 
the same as those here’ now involved 
were tried in the United States District 
Court for the district of Wyoming. In 
the course of that trial I was called and 
sworn as a witness for the Government 
and was examined by Mr. Roberts. 
Among other things I was asked certain 
questions and gave answer thereto as 
follows: 


*“*Q. Do you know Mr. L. T. Rule, an 


employe of the First National Bank of 
Pueblo?—A. I do. 

**Q. Did you see Mr. Rule on May 
29, 1922?—A. Well, I don’t recall at 
this time whether I saw him or not. 

“*Q. In that month, did you, as agent 
for Mr. Albert B. Fall, give Mr. Rule 
any property for safekeeping by the 
First, National Bank of Pueblo?—A. I 
respectfully decline to answer on the 
ground that my answer might tend 
to incriminate me. 

“<Q. And if you had anything to do 
with any property for Mr. Fall, you 
did it merely as his agent or his 
messenger, did you not?—A. I decline to 
answer on the ground aforestated. 

““Q. Mr. Everhart, you were in the 
Eastern part of the United States in 
May, 1922?—A. I respectfully. decline 
to answer the question. 

“ *Q. Mr. Everhart, have you knowledge 
that Secretary Fall received any bonds 
in May, 1922?—A. I decline to answer.’ 


Suggests Roberts’ Motive. 


“From Mr. Roberts’ opening remarks 
in the present case it must be apparent 
to your honor that his sole purpose in 


calling me as a witness is to inter- 
rogate me concerning this bond trans- 
action. By reference to the opinions in 
the Wyoming case, your honor will see 
that there is available to Government 
counsel much evidence with relation 
to these bonds, including evidence 
tending to show that I was in posses- 
sion of them and that I derived a direct 
benefit therefrom. Moreover, as your 
honor has observed, the Government 
counsel have introduced much evidence 
of these facts in the present trial. 

“My testimony to that extent would 
only be corroborative. I do not now 
attempt to contradict or corrohorate 
any such testimony. But for the pur- 
pose of the present proceedings I re- 
spectfully submit tha¢ it can not be 
assumed that Mr. Roberts is now call- 
ing me to contradict any such testi- 
mony, and if I should do so, I would 
in all probability subject myself to a 
prosecution for perjury. 

“It is apparent, therefore, that Mr. 
Roberts does not desire my evidence 
concerning the possession of any such 
bonds by me, or concerning the dispo- 
sition thereof by me, but that he de- 
sires to prove by me the source -of such 
bonds and the facts surrounding the 
receipt thereof by me—and as to these 
facts, or as to any conversation that 
I may have had with any one before, 
at or after the time that they are said 
to have come into my possession, or 
as to the time when, the place where 
or the person from whom I am sup- 
posed to have received them or to 
whom I am supposed to have delivered 
them, or as to any conversation I am 
Supposed to have had with any such 
person or persons, I respectfully de- 
cline to make any answer, and I again 
state that in so declining I am actu- 
ated by and acting with but one pur- 
pose, and that is to protect myself and 
nobody else frgm the danger of prose- 
cution.”

The matter under 
investigation by the grand jury in this 
case was a criminal matter, to inquire 
whether there had been a criminal vio- 
lation of the interstate commerce act. 
If Counselman had been guilty of the 
matters inquired of in the questions 
which he refused to answer he himself 
was liable to criminal prosecution un- 
der the act. The case before the grand 
jury was, therefore, a criminal case. 
The reason given by Counselman for 
his refusal to answer the questions was 
that his answers might tend to crim- 
inate him and showed that his appre- 
/hension was that, if he answered the 
| questions truly and fully (as he was 
'bound to do if he could answer them 
lat all), the answers might show that 
he had committed a crime against the 
‘interstate commerce act, for which he 
im might be prosecuted. His answers, 
‘therefore, would be testimony against 
himself, and he would be compelled 
to give them in a criminal case.’ 


Language Called Significant. 


“Then we have this significant lan- 
guage following immediately (continu- 
| ing reading): 
| “ ‘It is impossible that the meaning 
.of the constitutional provision can 
|Only be, that a person shall not be 
| compelled to be a witness against him- 
iin in a criminal prosecution against 
himself. It would doubtless cover such 
| cases; but it is not limited to them. 
The object was to insure that a person 
sholud not be compelled, on acting as 
|a witness in any investigation, to give 
| testimony which might tend to show 
that he himself had committed a 
crime. The privilege is limited to 
criminal matters, but it is as broad as 
the mischief against which it seeks to 
guard.’ 

“And again, speaking somewhat his- 
torically. of the development of the 
principle that is embodied in the con- 
stitutional guarantee, the Court uses 
this language, on page 563 .(reading): 

“‘It is ancient principle of the law 
of evidence, that a witness shall not be 
compelled, in any proceeding, to make 
disclosures, or to give testimony which 
will tend to criminate him or subject 
him to fines, penalties, or forfeitures.’ 

“And in support of that statement 
by the Supreme Court, it cites cases in 
the States, among others; and Green- 
leaf on Evidence, and Starkie on Evi- 


dence, and Wharton on Evidence, and 
other cases. 

“Then the Court proceeded, on page 
564—and here comes my reason for re- 
calling section 860 of the Revised Stat- 
utes. “We have this language (read- 
ing): 

3 ‘It remains to consider whether sec- 
tion 860 of the Revised Statutes re- 
moves the protection of the consti- 
tutional privileges of Counselman. That 
section must be construed as declaring 
that no evidence obtainad from a wit- 
ness by means of a judicial proceeding 
shall be given in evidence, or in any 
manner used against him or his prop- 
erty or estate, in amy court of the 
United States, in any criminal proceed- 
ing, or for the enforcement of any 
penalty or forfeiture. It follows, that 
any evidence which might have been 
obtained from Counselman by means 
of his examination before the grand 
jury could not be given in evidence 
or used against him or his property 
in any court of the United States, in 
any criminal proceedings, nor for the 
enforcement of any penalty or for- 
feiture. This, of course, protected 
him against the use of his testimony 
against him or his property in any 
prosecution against him or his prop- 
erty, in any criminal proceeding in a 
court of the United States.’ 

“Now, 1 have no doubt that counsel 
has observed the reference by the 
Court, in thé language I have just read, 
with reference to section 860. The 
Court there refers to a judicial pro- 
ceeding. 


Congress’ Aim Explained. 


“Now Congress, in the enactment of 
section 859 evidently, clearly, I think, 
intended that the protection, what- 
ever you may consider it intended by 
the section, should extend to the tes- 
timony given in proceedings that are 
other than of a judicial character. 
And hearing and investigation and in- 
quiry that the Senate committee was 
making was not a judicial proceding; 
it was a proceeding within the com- 
petency of the Senate committee to 
make in aid of the performance of its 
legislative duty, and it was making the 
inquiry and investigation, during the 
course of which the defendant, Sinclair, 
was before it in the manner pointed 
out by this stipulation that we have 
before us, the stipulation in this case.

tary of the Navy Wilbur :nd Rear 
Admiral Thomas P. Magruder, it was 
made known yesterday, except to sup- 
port the Secretary to the limit. 

The President not only denied the 
admiral’s request for a conference, but 
also the latter’s appeal that the Presi- 
dent revoke the order recalling him 
from the Philadelphia Navy Yard. An- 
nouncement that the President had 
done this was made by Secretary 
Wilbur. 

“Admiral Magruder’s request to the 
President has been disapproved and his 
application denied,” the Secretary said 
tersely. Beyond this, he would not 
comment. Earlier in the day he con- 
ferred with the President and’ pre- 
sented the latter’s letter requesting 
the conference and that the trans- 
ferral order be revoked. Then, in ad- 
dressing Navy Day exercises, he de- 
fended the Navy without mentioning 
Admiral Magruder 

“For the first time in history the 
fleet is ready for action at a moment’s 
notice,” he said. “The officers to man 
a wartime fleet are available, the 
vessels of the fleet are adequately 
equipped and stored. The Navy is so 
organized now as to be capable of ex- 


pansion and of practically instant 
mobilization.” 


Britten Admiral. 


Representative Britten, of Illinois, 
ranking Repuvlican on the House 
naval committee, issued a statement 
saying he thought nava' officers gen- 
erally “feel that Rear Admiral Ma- 
gruder went off half-cocked and that 
in tead of doing the Mavy a» service he 
probably has hurt it in the eyes of 
the public.” Mr. Britten is a “big 
Navy” man. 

No formal announcement of any king 
was forthcoming from the White House, 
but the President’s attitude was repre- 
sented as being that he saw no reason 
for interference in the naval secretary’s 
administration. It would be a bad ex- 
ample, it was said, should he do any- 
thing that might be construed as over- 
riding the secretary. Not only that, but 
he 1s represented as being thoroughly 
displeased with the admiral‘s state- 
ments. He saw no helpful suggestions 
in the admiral’s articles in the Satur- 
day Evening Post, and subsequent state- 
ments attributed to him are said to 
have put him in the mood to back the 
secretary up in any action he might 
deem necessary, rather than do any- 
thing that might embarrass him. 

The case of Admiral Magruder is in 
no wise parallel, it was explained, to 
that of Maj. Gen. Charles P. Summerall, 
chief of the staff, who was recently re- 
called fron: a speaking tour after he had 
criticized army housing conditiors, In 
this instance the President took the 
initiative, it ‘was said. He did not act 
throukh the Secretary of War. It wa 
a matter that came to his attentio

It has since leaked out that the Presi- 
dent, after making it known that the 
general had denied certain statements 
attributed to him and that the incident 
was closed, nevertheless took the gen- 
eral severely to task when the latter 
later conferred with him ostensibly on 
the general subject of military affairs.

Magruder Regrets Passing 
Of Noted Vessel Scorpion 


Philadelphia, Oct. 27 (A.P.).—The 
United States gunboat Scorpion, fa- 
mous ship of the Navy, after 29 years’ 
service on all the seas, was mustered 
out of commission today as part of the 
observance of Navy Day at the Phila- 
delphia Navy Yard. 

Rear Admiral Thomas P. Magruder, 
commandant of the yard, was in 
charge of the ceremonial. 

The crew lined the decks while a de- 
tachment of marines was drawn up on 
the deckhouse with the ship’s band 
nearby as Admiral Magruder and his 
staff, in brilliant full-dress uniform, 
came aboard. Capt. H. A. Jones, com- 
mander of the Scorpion, waited with 
his staff, petty officers and the bos’n 
ai the main gangway, up which the ad- 
miral strode. 

“Men,” the admiral told the crew, 
“there is something touching about 
this hauling down of the flag be¢ause 
this old ship may never go to sea again. 
It is ltke an admiral retiring at the age 
of 64. He hauls down his flag and 
realizes, at last, he is a has-been.” 

The band struck up “The Star-Span- 
gied Banner,” the commander of the 
marines smartly ordered “Present 
arms,” the officer in charge of the 
sailors called “Attention,” and as one 
verse of “The Star-Spangled Banner” 
was played started to haul down the 
colors, and at the last bar of the an- 
them the flag fell into the arms of a 
sailor waiting to receive it. 


Magruder’s Articles Hurt 
Defense, Declares Oddie 


Although misleading and essentially 
incorrect, Rear Admiral Magruder’s 
broadside at naval efficiency has seri- 
ously injured national defense, Senator 
Tasker L. Oddie, of Nevada, ranking 
member of the Senate naval affairs 
committee, last night told the District 
Battalion of the United States Naval 
Reserve. 

The address marked the annual Navy 
Day celebration of the battalion in the 
Red Cross Building at the navy yard. 

Senator Oddie declared Magruder’s 

attacks have broken down the force 
necessary to gt needed naval appro- 
priations through Congress. 
* “T don’t believe naval officials are 
extravagant with their funds,” he said. 
“I think they are careful in expendi- 
tures, always realizing it is the taxpay- 
ers money they are spending.” 

Magruder’s statements, he said, will 
create an erroneous and unwholesome 
antagonism toward the Navy in the 
public mind, which means opposition 
to necessary and adequate appropria- 
tions for its upbuilding and mainte- 
nance. 

Told afterwards of Assistant Secre- 
tary Robinson’s address in Philadel- 
phia, holding Congress to blame for 
“the mediocre condition of the Navy,’ 
the senator declared Robinson also mis- 
taken. 

“Why should he blame Congress when 
it is the Budget Bureau which is re- 
sponsible for distribution of naval 
funds,” he said.

Pershing, Hoover and John 
Bassett Moore Receive 


Honors at Dinner. 

New York, Oct. 27 (A.P.).—New York

The Roosevelt Association presented 
to Herbert Hoover, Gen. John J. 
Pershing and John Bassett Moore the 
1927 Roosevelt medals for distinguished 
publit service.

Congress’ Power Explained. 


“From the foregoing quotations, and 
I refer now more particularly to the 
quotations from the statutes, it will ap- 
pear that Congress and its committees 
are clothed with the power to compel 


desire to examine, and, as will be ob- 
served by section 102, any person who 
has been summoned as a witness, under 
such circumstances, and who wilfully 
makes default, or, having appeared, re- 
fuses to answer any question pertinent 
to the question under inquiry, shall be 
penalized,.as in said section prescribed; 
the penalty, however, if any, to be en- 
forced in criminal proceedings to be in- 
stituted in this court against the con- 
tumacious witness, aS appears by sec- 
tion 104. I have already called atten- 
tion to the place that those provisions 
of the law have taken in the revision 
of the laws of the United States. 

“It is obvious that in the exercise 
of the power granted to the Congress 
by the sections quoted, a witness, under 
examination by a committee of either 
house of Congress, must answer any 
question put to him by the commit- 
tee pertinent to the inquiry that the 
committee is making, or. refusing to 
answer such question or questions, he 
subjects himself to the possibility of 
a criminal prosecution and penalty for 
his failure or refusal to testify or to 
answer the question put to him. And 
he is also subject. to the penalty of 
these sections if he does not respond to 
a summons to appear, issued by the di- 
rection and authority of the commit- 
tee, and personally served upon him. 

“It would thus seem that questions 
put to such a witness by the com- 
mittee are put under the implied threat 
of the statute, of a criminal prosecu- 
tion, for a refusal or failure to answer 
them even though the answer or 
answers might incriminate him and 
expose him to a prosecution for a crim- 
inal offense revealed by his answer or 
answers to such question. 


Amendment: Cited. 


“It is the fundamental law, found 
in the Constitution of the United 


States and in article 5 of the amend- 
ments thereto, the first ten of which 
very frequently are referred to as the 
‘Bill of Rights’ that no. person shall 
be compelled in any criminal case to 
be a witness against himself. 

“It is, the Court thinks, clear that 
the Congress in enacting. section 859 
of the revised statutes, already quoted, 
had in mind the protection afforded 
the citizen by this amendment, and it 
had in mind, also, the power and au- 
thority that it had conferred upon its 
committees by sections 101 and 104 
of the revised statutes. 

“Now, while an inquiry by a com- 
mittee of either House, necessitating 
the taking of the testimony, is not a 
criminal proceeding, Congress deter- 
mined that testimony given by a wit- 
ness before one of its committees should 
not be used against such witness in a 
subsequent criminal proceeding against 
him, and so it laid a prohibition upon 
the courts from receiving in a crimintl 
case against such a witness, pending 
in a court, the testimony previously 
given by the witness before any com- 
mittee of the Congress. 

“The language of section 859 is that 
no such testimony shall be used as 
evidence, which, of course, means that 
no such evidence shall be received or 
admitted by the court. 

“This is not to hold, however, that 
a defendant in such subsequent crimi- 
nal proceedings could not take the 
position that he prefered to have his 
previous testimony introduced in the 
case, and so might waive the prohibi- 
tion against its use prescribed by the 
statute, the prohibition being intended 
for his personal protection. The court 
is not so holding in this case, nor is 
it mecessary to so hold, for here we 
have the defendant resisting the ad- 
mission into evidence, in the pending 
criminal proceeding, of the testimony 
said to have been given by him before 
a committee of the United States 
Senate nearly four years ago. 

“My attention was called by counsel 
to a recent decision of Mr. Justice 
Hoehling, in a criminal case pending 
before him, in which the present de- 
fendant Sinclair and Doheny——”

Doheny Case Called Different.

used showed that it° was purely a vol- 
untary act on the part of Mr. Fall in 
sending that letter to the committee 
and requesting that it be placed in 
the records of the committee, and the 
committee complied with his request. 


Doheny’s Appearance Voluntary. 


“With respect to the defendant. Do- 
heny, the statements that were made 
in evidence against him, or a very large 
part at least, were statements that he 
made to the committee under . these 
circumstances: Through counsel, Cali- 
fornia counsel of Mr. Doheny, an appli- 
cation was made on his behalf to the 
committee, asking that the committee 
if they would hold a meeting of the 
committee in order that Mr. Doheny 
might appear before the committee and 
make some statement that he desired 
to make, and the committee granted 
his request, held a session, and Mr. 
Doheny appeared. Nothing could be 
more voluntary than his appearance 
before the committee on that day.

not made under any 
all, that they were voluntarily and 
that the desirc to make them had 
emanated entirely from Mr. Doheny; 
that they simply occurred on the re- 
quest of Mr. Doheny, through ‘his cpun- 
sel, made to the committee, that they 


held a session and heard what. they / 


voluntarily wished to say to them. That 
is not this case, in my opinion, at 
least as to what Mr. Sinclair said, or 
might ,have said to the committee on 
December 4, 1923, when, being before 
the committee on its invitation, and 
being sworn and taking the witness 
chair, he made the statements that 
are now offered in evidence against 
him on that day. 

“A witness may become a witness in 
@ case and, in doing so, submit to the 
jurisdiction of the court before which 
he appears and testifies without any 
summons. What trial lawyer of ex- 
perience is there but will say that time 
-and again, in his experience, witnesses 
have come to testify in a case on trial, 
at the mere request of counsel, with- 
out a simmons or subpena requir- 
ing their appearance in court, and 
have been sworn and have taken the 
stand and testified? Is what they say 
under those circumstances any less 


testimony before the court than if 


they had been summoned to appear, 
subpenaed to appear? Of course not. 
It is testimony that they give, evidence 
that they give, under circuraistances 
that make of them, in the full sense 
of the word, a witness before the court. 


Sinclair Sworn as Witness. 


“In this case, on December 4 the 
Cefendant Sinclair appeared before 
the committee, upon notification from 
the committee that the committee 
wanted him there on that day. On 
arriving, he was called by the chair- 
man of the committee and asked to 
take the stand; the oath was admin- 
istered to him and he made the state- 
ments in question. Were not those 
statements, in response to questions—I 
do not know what they were; I have 
not looked at them—bus were not the 
statements that he made on that oc- 
casion, under those’ circumstances, 
evidence and testimony under oath, 
before a committee competent to hear 
and to require that testimony? Can 
there be any doubt about it? There 
is none in the mind of this court. 
But, with reference to his appearance 
on October 29, on that voccasion . he 
was before the committee upon their 
invitation to be there, but he was not 
sworn. However, he made statements 
in response to questions put to him 
by the committee. Were those state- 
ments made under those circumstances 
testimony and evidence? Could he 
heave been prosecuted for perjury if 
the statements thus made were false? 
I think it must be agreed by all he 
could not have been. He was not 
under oath. At most, the statements 
made before the committee then were 
of the character of admissions, which 
@ person might have made, or which 
he could have made, to members 
of the committee in a.committee ses- 
sion, or to some one else, and, if 
relevant, therefore, admissible in some 
subsequent criminal proceeding as an 
admission which, I think, could be 
used against him. 

“Now, I have prepared some loose 
notes in my consideration of this case, 
basing them almost completely upon 
the original offer made. However, as I 
have gone along, I have found it neces- 


sary to somewhat modify those because 
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December 4 Evidence. Excluded. 


“In this case the defendant Sinclair 
made the statements in question to the 


committee satisfied, it must be as- 
sumed, with the protection that the 
provisions of Section 859 afforded him. 
It was not therefore necessary for him 
before the committee and before mak- 
‘ing the statements to claim the pro- 
tection of the statute, which came into 
operation when in ‘a criminal proceed- 
ing against him in any court,’ it was 
sought to put in evidence the state- 
ments thus made by him. The case on 
trial is a criminal proceeding against 
him in a court and in it. and now he 
invokes the prohibition of the statute 
against the use as evidence against 
him, for which purpose they are in 
terms offered by the prosecution, of his 
statements before the committee. I am 
still referring to his statements before 
the committee on December 4, 1923. 
To admit them is, it seems clear to the 
court, to defy the efficacy of the plain 
language of the statute and as well to 
compel the ,defendant Sinclair in ‘a 
criminal case to be a witness against 
himself,’ to use the pregnant words of 
our organic charter of government and 
liberty. 

“For the foregoing reasons, the offer 
of statements made by Mr. Sinclair on 
October 29 will be received in evidence, 
and the statements made by him on 
December 4 will not be. And to that 
extent the objection is sustained.”

WANS NATURAL RIGHTS, 
CHRISTIAN SCIENCE TOPI 


Obedience to Correct Thinking 
Will Insure His Enjoy- 
ment, Hill Says. 


REVELATION IS DISCUSSED 


A lecture on “Christian Science: The 
Revelation of Man’s Inalienable 
Rights,” was delivered last evening in 
First Church of Christ, Scientist, by 
Judge Frederick C. Hill, C.8S., of Clinton, 
Ill., to a filled auditorium. Judge Hill 
is a member of the Board of Lecture- 
ship of The Mother Church, The First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in Boston, 
Mass. He was introduced by Emery.J. 
Thompson, First Reader of Fourth 
Church of this city, under whose 
auspices the lecture was. given. The 
lecturer said in part: 

“There is a substantial conviction in 
the thoughts of nofmal individuals that 
it is right to be -healthy and, to be 
happy; and human endeavor is very 
largely directed toward the attainment 
of these desirable ends. 

“The basic foundation upon which 
g6vernment rests is the fact that man- 
kind is endowed with the right of life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness. 
These fundamentals have been desig- 
nated and named ‘Man’s Inalienable 
Rights,’ and civil law has decreed that 
the enjoyment of these rights shall not 
be limited, abridged, nor der¥ed, with- 
out ‘due process of law.’ 

“A survey of the conditions sur- 
rounding mankind will disclose the 
fact that many individuals are sick 
and unhappy; others are struggling 
with poverty and lack; large numbers 
are not enjoying liberty of mind nor 
body. It will be discovered that great 
masses are not successfully engaged in 
the pursuit of happiness. The amaz- 
ing fact is the discovery that these in- 
dividuals have not been deprived of 
their natural, sacred rights - through 
‘due process of law.’ These distressing 
penalties are self-imposed through er- 
roneous thinking; and they have utterly 
failed to discover that obedience to the 
fundamental order of right thinking 
will establish and insure the enjoyment 
of these rights. 

“No doubt it has been observed that 
many people are continually looking 
for and expecting to find the unpleas- 
ant things in human experience. Being 
accustomed to finding these conditions, 
the obstacles seem apparently insur- 
mountable, and these individuals con- 
clude that there is no available remedy, 
hence they endure them. 

“There aré many distressing human 
experiences impeding progress and’ pre- 
venting the enjoyment of man’s natural 
rights, just as the truck impeded the 
normal progress of the train into the 
terminal station. Just as the truck 
could be removed through right think- 
ing, so it has been discovered that all 
through the ages there has been, and 


for every human need. To this age, 
that remedy has been restored and 
presented through the revelation of 
Christian Science as the unfoldment of 
the basic laws of life, liberty and happli- 
ness. 

“I am quite sure it will be agreed 
that if Christian Science is a revelation, . 
then, of necessity, it must have its 
foundation grounded and established in 
Bible authority. Hence, as a requisite 
to the understanding and practice of 
Christian Science, it must be recog- 
nized and accepted that its teachings 
are based fundamentally upon the 
Bible; and that the King James version 
of the New and of the Old Testaments 
is recognized and used in all Christian 
Science services. Through the study 
of this version of the Bible, Mary Baker 
Eddy received her inspired revelation.

$16,000 OF ELECTRIC. 


REFUND UNCLAIMED. 


Power Company Given Right 
to Take It, if Not Called 
For in Six Months. © 


The sum of $16,000 left in the coffers 
of the Potomac Electric Power Co. in 
the form of deposits to secure payment 
of bills by consumers, who since have 
discontinued as such and presumably 
have left the city, will revert to the 
company as additional profit within six 
months if still unclaimed. 

This was decided yesterday by the 
Public Utilities Commission. The money 
represents the remainder of the de- 
posits of 3,465 persons and corporations. 
It has jain, some of it, for many months 
in an “inactive account.” 

The company applied for permission 
to write it off to “profit and loss” and 
the commission gave the corporation 
six months in which to make further 
effort to find the owners before pocket- 
ing it. Further efforts will be made 
to locate the former consumers by mail 
addressed to their last known ad- 
dresses. z

The Homemaker 


HAVE saved your request for a fish 

I day, Mrs. Perfer, thinking it would 

more easily adapt itself to our 

subject, and we shall have for ,our 

menu today the dish you have re- 
quested us to publish. 

But first to answer your question. 
There is indeed food value in fish and 
most excellent value at that. It has 
been said, and I am inclined to agree, 
that fish is the best, most digestible 
and cheapest of all foods in proportion 
to its ability to give nutriment to the 
body. We hear, do we not, that our 
food must both build tissue in our body 
to replace that consumed with our 
daily business of living, and also that 
food must release energy for our exer- 
tions. Fish contains fuel for these two 
requirements—you need not doubt 
its value as a food to the human body. 

We plan fish in our column once a 
week always, but a more frequent use 
of the food is an advantage rather than 
a disadvantage from the point of view 
of health. And personally it seems to 
me to be a rather good idea to buy just 
about twice as much fish as can be 
used for dinner on Friday that there 
may remain enough to make for Satur- 
day (either luncheon or dinner) a 
chowder, perhaps, or a dish of creamed 
fish flakes, or possibly fish with cream 
sauce and breadcrumbs in ramequin 
dishes. 

I wish we all knew more of the pos- 
sibilities of fish as a food—as much as 
we know, for instance, of meat und its 
uses. We should go far with our fish 
dishes if that were the case, and on the 
whole I think we consider them diffi- 
cult and uncertain for the most part, 
and hard to understand and ‘construct. 
Fish must be well cooked, not just put 
on the flame and abandoned, any more 
than steak may be put on the fire and 
allowed to shift for itself. Overconked 
fish is ruined, undercooked fish most 
unpalatable and dried fried fish un- 
bearable, 

Again I sound like a soap box on a 
corner, but one little question has done 
all this. You must blame Mrs. Perfer!

Crab a la Creole. 

Picked meat of one large crab (or 
“equivalent crab flake purchased in 
bulk). 

2 tablespoonfuls butter. 

2 tablespoonfuls flour. 

2 tablespoonfuls catsup. 

2 teaspoonfuls Worcestershire sauce. 

1 cu,ful tomatoes, strained. 

2 onions. 


1 finely chopped green pepper from 
which seeds have been removed. 

1 clove of garlic cut in small pleces. 

%4 cupful salad oil. 

Dash paprika. 


Half teaspoonful sugar. 
Salt to taste. 


Fry the onion, garlic and green pep- 
per in the oil for about ten minutes 
without allowing them to brown. Add 
the tomato, the crab flakes and the sea- 
sonings and allow them to cook to- 
gether just below or at the boiling point 
for ten minutes more. Add the flour 
to the melted butter (separate pan) 
and blend well together, holding pan 
over low flame. Slowly add this mix- 
ture to the first one, stirring it con- 
stantly.

If some 
blackheads appear to be so deeply em- 
bedded that they do not yield to ordi- 
nary pressure, it is better not to per- 
sist in irritating the skin, but to leave 
these for the next time. You will he 
surprised at the number of grimy or 
Oily secrctions of which you were not 
previously conscious. 

After this the face should be co- 
piously Tinsed with very cold water 
and an astringent lotion may be added 
as a final touch. A little antiseptic 
salve may be applied to the blemished 
portions of the skin and allowed to 
remain on all night.

1 Wonder if My Child Is Deaf? 


T is something to the ‘credit of par- 
ents or teachers that they recog- 
nize that a child in their charge 

has only one leg. The handicap is so 
obvious that one could hardly miss 
There are other handicaps, 
however, which are even more serious 
to which parents and teachers often 


are absolutely blind. 
“I can’t understand, Principal Jones, 
why it is that Johnny Brown is s0 
peak to him, By and by 
. 1 repeat my question 
and then he stares at me. He is a regu- 
lar dumbell. The whole family are 
dumbbells and he is just like the rest 
them.” ; 
It is a fairly safe wager that Johnny 
hard of hearing; that his ears are 
in bad shape due to the results of a 
disease or the condition of his 
tonsils, or other ear-affecting afflic- 
tion. How easy it would be for the 
parent to give each child the “watch 
ick test.” The whispering test is 
more difficult to give. In some respects 
it is more valuable because often we 
can hear a mechanical sound easier 
than the varying modulations of the 
human voice. | 

I like to give advice to hard of hear- 
ing people because in early and late 
childhood I experienced the embar- 
rassments and anguish of a hard of 
hearing condition. I know what it is 
to feel one’s self deaf. One wants to 
hide it. One is sensitive about it. We 
do hot like to wear instruments, and 
those of us who have answered the 
advertisements of fakers know what it 
is to be fooled and robbed. 

It is peculiar why people who are 
going deaf hesitate to take up lip 
reading. Many say, “I am afraid that if 
I take up lip reading I will lose what 
hearing I have by not using it.” Or, 
perhaps, like a woman whom I was ur- 
ging to study lip reading, “I do not 
want lip reading. If I studied it I would 
always have to be on the alert.” Of 
course it is quite true that any one who 
wishes to go asleep during a conversa- 
tion should not study lip reading. 

Isolation, lamented by the deaf, is 
effectively overcome by lip reading. The 
study of lip reading is a_ spiritual 
remedy, it lifts the chin, lightens the 
heart and energizes the walk. 

I receive a good many letters from 
hard-of-hearing young folks about the 
careers open to those handicapped. If 
you are “just a little hard of hearing” 
and if you want to know more about 
deafness and what can be done for 
you. vocationally or educationally; or 
what can be done for your child, send 
for the service leaflet “Hard of Hear- 
ing.” inclosing a self-addressed, stamped 


envelope. The directions for giving the 
watch and whisper tests and the in- 
formation regarding vocational openings 
are too long to publish in this column.

PANGALOS HELD GUILTY 
OF TREASON BY GUARD 


Commission Orders General 
to Trial in Two Months 
at Athens. 


HIS WIFE WAS RELEASED

Athens, Greece, Oct. 27 (A.P.).— 
Gen. Theodorus Pangalos, former Greek 
dictator, has been found guilty of high 
treason ‘pf a conimission appointed by 
the government to inquire into his ac- 
tivities. He will not be placed on trial, 
however, for two months. 


Gen. Pangalos was overthrown by 
Gen. George Kondylis, the present 
premier, in a coup d’etat in August, 
1926, while Pangalos was enjoying a 
holiday at a fashionable seaside resort 
on the Island of Spetsae. He was ar- 
rested and brought to Athens, Gen. 
Kondylis declaring Pangalos would be 
held to strict accountability for the 
“regime of tyranny of the last eight 
months.” 

Pangalos was incarcerated in a Greek 
fortress. In August, 1927, a parlia- 
mentary committee was appointed to 
inquire into his seizure of power in 
1925. It was provided that its find- 
ings were to be referred to parliament 
which would examine the question of 
culpability before giving a decision. 
After this was made known a special 
court of 30 members of parliament 
would be convoked for a public trial. 

Mme. Pangalos was released October 
6 after an examination into an alleged 
plot against the present government in 
favor of her husband.

ARMY UNITS IN REVIEW 
AFTER BESTING “ENEMY” 


Third Corps Troops Parade 
Before.-MacArthur Following 
Saving of Baltimore. 


ATTACHES VISIT THE LINES 


Washington Regular Army units and 
other troops of the Third Corps Area 
having saved Baltimore from the “ene- 
my,” according to the umpires’ decision, 
celebrated the close of the maneuver 
yesterday with a review before Maj. 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, area com- 
mander. 

The closing day of the maneuver saw 
Cavalry and aircraft from Fort Myer, 
Va., and Bolling Field bringing to the 
main body at Camp Meade, Md., in- 
formation that the enemy, having cap- 
tured Washington, had unexpectedly 
advanced during the night. 

The Twelfth Infantry, from Fort 
Howard and Fort Washington, Md., and 
the Thirty-fourth Infantry, Fort Eus- 
tis, Va., forming the Sixteenth Brigade, 
under command of Brig. Gen. T. Q. 
Donaldson,\was ready for the emergen- 
cy, however. Intrenched on a mile and 
a half battle front along the Little 
Patuxent River, it held the enemy at 
bay. 

Meanwhile the Sixth and Sixteenth 
Field Artillery men from Forts Myer 
and Hoyle, Md., commanded by Brig. 
Gen, Frank R. McCoy, went into posi- 
tion some distance in the rear of the 
infantry and laid down a theoretically 
destructive fire on the enemy’s lines. 

Foreign attaches visited the lines 
yesterday, being escorted over the field 
operations by Lieut. Col. Robert S. 
Knox and Maj. George D. Holland, 
Third Corps Area headquarters. Those 
attending -were Col. L. H. R. Pope-Hen- 
nessy, British Embassy; Col. Noburu 
Morita, Japanese Embassy; Maj. Angel

COURT DELAYS SENTENCE 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Cumberland, Md., Oct. 27—It was 
held unlikely here this everiing that a 
motion for a new trial will be made in 
the case of Miss Mabel Swan, former 
Baltimore nurse, found guilty oi mur- 
der in the seeond degree today by a 
jury for the killing of her ‘andlord, 
Daniel Mosser. The jury had deliber- 


ated seventeen hours. It is believed 
that the jury accepted as true the tes- 
timony of the boys who went to Miss 
Swan’s home for liquor that she threat- 
ened to kill Mosser who, she believed, 
had reported her for making moon- 
shine. She admitted on the stand that 
she made moonshine, but denied mak- 
ing threats. 

The recommendation of mercy by the 
jury is expected to cause the court,to 
impose the minimum sentence of five 
years in the penitentiary. The maxi- 
mum sentence is eighteen years. 

Actual sentence will be delayed by 
the court pending final decision by de- 

Miss Swan was unaffected, apparent- 
ly, by the verdict. She said she would 
“take a chance” on whatever leniency 
the court would show and herself 
believed a new trial iuprobable. Her 
sister, Miss Nellie Bussey, Baltimore. 
who was by her side during the trial. 
was deeply affected by the verdict, sob- 
bing while the prisoner was indifferent 

Miss Swan seemed relieved after 
hearing the verdict. She has been in 
prison since last May. She had lived 
on several farms in Garrett County the 
last four years, eking out an existence 
by doing manual labor. She lived alone 

Mosser went to her home to collect 
rent at the time of the shooting, ac- 
cording to evidence. The rental for the 
farm was $125 a year. 


NEW WARNS PARENTS 


OF INCREASE IN CRIME| 


Can Be Checked by Such 
Institutions as Boys” Club, 
He Declares. 


A 10 per cent increase in crime in the 
last decade, 75 per cent of which was 
committed by youths under 25 years of 
age, should give parents of today food 
for “sober thought,” Postmaster General 
Harry S. New declared last night in an

“It is to divert the surplus energy 
of boyhood into proper channels that 
the Boys’ Club Federation was organ- 
ized,” he said. “The average boy who 
gets into trouble usually acquires bad 
habits through association with other 
boys in hours of idleness, The boy 
whose disposition is good and whose 
talents are above the average may be 


very easily corrupted through had as-

“Wearing Down’? of Tilden 


Revealed by 


French Leader 


Captain of Davis Cup Team Tells How Amer- 
ican Ace Was “Softened Up” for Defeat 


by Lacoste in 


Final Match. 


EW. YORK, Oct. 27 (A.P.).— 
N France, it is now disclosed, 4t- 
tributes her triumph in the Davis 

Cup tennis competition this year chiefly 
to the success of a carefully calculated 
and pursued policy of “wearing down” 
the American ace, “Big Bill” Tilden. 

This strategy was carried out to such 
a degree that the French doubles pair, 
Borotra and Brugnon, conceded slight 
chance of victory, went into their chal- 
lenge round match at Philadelphia with 
final instructions to extend the match 
to five sets, at all costs, so that Tilden 
would be “softened up” for the battle 
he lost to Rene Lacoste on the final 
day. 

The inside story of France’s victori- 
ous quest for tennis laurels is told «r 
the first time by M Pierre Gillou, cap- 
tain of the French team, published in 
the current issue of American Lawn 
Tennis, as translated from the French 
publication, Tennis et Golf. It reveals 
the thoroughness and foresight behind 
the invasion that overthrew America’s 
seven-year tennis Hh ce merit 


Satisfied that ; “Little Bill” John- 
ston, “only a shadow of his former 
self,” was not seriously to be 
reckoned with, M, Gillou empha- 
sizes that “it was therefore more 
and more against Tilden that we 
had to direct our attack.” 


The French strategy, the captain ex- 
plains, was aimed at “harassing for 
three consecutive days the principal 
American attacker.” A plan that was 
aided by the’ luck of the draw, pitting 
Tilden first against Cochet and against 
the French ace, Lacoste, on the final 
day. 

“When our doubles team entered the 
stadium,” M. Gillou wrote, “my last 
recommendation was ‘put all your 
forces to work so that this game lasts 


the five sets.’ Because in my inner 
consciousness I could not believe that 
we would win the doubles. 

“The doubles were therefore lost but 
Borotra and Brugnon had done their 
duty valiantly. On Friday evening, Til- 
den had nine sets in his legs and he 
carried the heavy Joad of these nine 
sets the next day against Lacoste.” 

Commenting on Lacoste’s flawless 
strategy, stroking and defensive play, 
in defeating Tilden, — French team 
captain remarks: 

“One may say that it a Lacoste’s back 
stroke which had made him the great- 
est player on earth and which won the 
Davis cup.” 


Tracing events leading up to the 
Davis cup challenge round, M. 
Gillou recounts the meticulous care 
in the French players’ preparations, 
particularly of Lacoste, who kept in 
trim by rope jumping and muscle 
exercising twice daily in his hotel, 
as well as by practice and compe- 
tition. 


The day before the battle (at Phila- 
delphia) he was very calm; wrote M. 
Gillou. ‘“‘No nervousness, but a rea- 
sonable — confidence. Lacoste took 
champagne with his dinner, Cochet 
siept, Brugnon joked, Borotra tele- 
phoned.” 

After paying tribute to the “great- 
ness of the soul of Tilden in defeat,” 
M. Gillou passes to the incidents of the 
gallery demonstrations during the de- 
ciding Cochet-Johnston match with 
this comment. 

Let it be well understood that I do 
not protest against the attitude of the 
public—doubtless. in our country it 
would have been even more noisy; I 
simply point out how difficult it ~was 
for Cochet to play under those condi- 
tions and the merit which is due him 
for retaining his morale and coolness 
intact to the end.

Under Changed Rules 


New York, Oct. 27 (A.P.).—Severa! 
new regulations were adopted by the 
American. Powerboat Association at its 
twenty-fifth annual. meeting, held at 
the Colonial Yacht Club here today, 
governing entries in the yearly speed 
eraft classic, the Gold Cup regatta. 

Under the new rules, all contesting 
boats in the 1928 Gold Cup must weigh 
at raising trim, exclusive of fuel, en- 
gines and crew, at least 2,000 pounds. 
Allowance for the main beam was ex- 
tended from 5 feet 6 inches to 6 feet, 
with a standard Jength of the boats to 
be 25 feet. 

The association ‘went on record as 
disapproving of boats of any class or 
type not equipped with proper muf- 
fling devices. Crafts without mufflers 
will not be permitted to compete in 
the association’ Ss events.

Nation’s Growth in Foreign 
Commerce Requires Large 
Fleet, Wilbur Says. 


YARD PLANT AND SHIPS 
INSPECTED BY THRONGS 


Impotent and Atheistic Or- 
ganizations Are Assailed by 
Chaplain Montgomery. 


Commemorating the achievements of 
ite heroes of the sea, America yesterday 
lived again 150 years of naval history, 
at exercises centered in Washington. 

Patriotic ceremonies at a dozen 
vantage points marked local observance 
of the day. Speakers looked ahead to 


the American Navy of tomorrow, or re- 
counted the conquests of the Navy of 
the past. 

Coincident with the exercises, organi- 
gations observed the birthday of Presi- 
dnet Theodore Roosevelt, whose advo- 
cacy of greater sea forces was reflected 
yesterday in Secretary WilburS plea 
for an adequate liavy. 

Wilbur spoke at ceremonies held at 
midday at the east side of the Navy 
Building. 

“The steady growth of our foreign 
commerce and the widespread interest 
in that commerce, not only requires & 
large Navy, but has increased the gen- 
eral interest in a Navy, essential under 
our form of government to the main- 
tenance of such commerce,” he said. 

Obviously referring to the Magruder 
incident, the Secretary declared “the 
department welcomes suggestions from 
officers, men and civil personnel for 
the betterment of the Navy. He con- 
tended the present staff of 2,000 Navy 
employes “essential to the prompt and 
efficient management of the Navy,” and 
urged each employe to pursue his duties 
so efficiently that he may “justify his 
retention before any congressional com- 
mittee or investigating board.” 


Marines Salute Wilbur. 


Walter Bruce Howe, of the Navy 
League, presided at the exercises, and 
patriotic airs were played by the Quan- 
tico Marine Band. A detachment of 
marines from Quantico saluted Secre- 
tary Wilbur on his arrival. 

Advocating a strong merchant marine, 
Secretary Wilbur spoke again last night 
over the radio. Transportation of 
American commerce in foreign ships, he 
said, places the nation’s commerce 
largely at the mercy of the foreign 
earrier. He declared it highly necessary 
that both Navy ‘and merchant marine 
be maintained in the highest efficiency. 

In support of his statements he read 
a cablegram from Gen, John J. Persh- 
ing. “Adequate preparedness requires 
@ Navy second to none,” Pershing’s 
message read: “also a merchant marine 
sufficient for our commercial require- 
ments and as an essential aid to the 
Navy.” 

Tribute to John Paul Jones was paid 
by the Sojourner’s Club, which laid a 
wreath beneath his monument at the 
foot of Seventeenth street. An address 
was made by Brig. Gen. Amos A. Fries. 
president of the organization, who 
urged adherence to the ideals ‘of “the 
father of the Navy.” 

Capt. George F. Unmacht placed the 
wreath and Rear Admiral Luther E. 
Gregory, president of the Washington 
chapter, presided. Invocation was by 
Chaplain C. H. Dickins, U. S. N. 

Thirty thousand persons visited the 
mavy yard, where naval craft and gun 
shops were open all day for public in- 
spection. Official guides were furnished 
the visitors, and sailors aboard ships 
docked at the yard explained the 
functions of ship equipment. 

Those who remained at the yard un- 
til late afternoon witnessed an air cir- 
cus staged overhead by filers of the 
Naval Air Station. The circus opened 
at 4:30, when a Martin bomber swept 
down from the skies to drop “bombs” 
in the form of harmless rubber balls 
upon the field. 


Parachute Jumping Shown. 


Ther? followed a parachute jumping 
exhibition by Machinists Clark and 
Scott, of the Naval Air Station. They 
leaped in rapid succession from the 
Ford all-metal plane. A demonstration 
of formation and stunt flying was 
given by nine planes, piloted by Lieut.
